GLENNA IN FRENCH 
GOLF SEMI-FINALS 


VERSAILLES, France, June 18.— 
(/)—Miss Gienna Collett today quall- 
fied for the semi-finals of the French 
women’s golf championship by defeat- 
ing Miss D. R. Fowler of England in 
the third round of play. The former 
American champion won only at the 
nineteenth le, but her general form 
is such as to make her the favorite 
for the French title. 

In the semi-finals tomorrow Miss 
Collett will face Mme. Vagliano, who 
was Miss Beatrice Allen, an American, 
now French by marriage. The other 
two semi-finalists are French, one of 
them being Mile. Simone de La 
Chaume, the 17 year old winner of last 
year’s British sehoolgir! championship. 

Glenna Loses Two Balls. 

Miss Collett beat Miss Fowler by 
good playing that overcame bad luck. 
The American lost the fifth and elev- 
enth holes because of lost balls on each, 
and the match was square at the six- 
teenth, after having been two holes in 
her favor at the turn. 

The British entrant won the seven- 
teenth with a 4, to Miss Collett’s 5. 
On the eighteenth Miss Collett was 20 
yards ahead with her drive and was on 
the green_in.two.

Summer Squashes. 

Begin to look early for the little 
Italian squash called the zucchini. The 
sooner you get acquainted with this 
squash, the better satisfied you will 
be with what the summer brings of 
rare dainties in the vegetable line. 
The little ones are best, those hardly 
as large as a medium cucumber. 

Wash, wipe and slice these squashes 
and then you may manage in two or 
three different ways to get the desir- 


able results with them. If cooking 
any considerable quantity parboil 
them, in which case the slices should 
be about a third of an inch thick, 
then finish them gently in the frying 
pan with some butter. 
eo 

For a small quantity, put the slices 
into the frying pan with water to 
cover and a piece of butter. By the 
time this water has cooked away with 
rather gentle cooking, they will be 
ready to fry a bit, and no additional 


butter need be added in most cases 
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for the pan and to season them. Salt 
lightly. 

An exceedingly careful cook can put 
them into the pan with butter and 
without water and by the gentlest 
cooking, under a close cover, can get 
the same effect as above, because they 
steam first, but by this method the 
pieces may be made far too crusty to 
be the savory thing the properly 
cooked zucchini should be.

Perhaps these little squashes would ' 


be good cooked in the Italian fashion 
called “ agro-dolce,”’ or sweet-sour, al- 
though the other way is best. Melt 
two tablespoons of butter in a fry- 
ing pan. Add two level tablespoons 
of flour, stir smooth, and cook for 
five minutes with stirring. Put in 
summer squash—patty pans are good 
—cut in thin slices, cook till a nice 
crust forms, turn and watch that the 
flour and butter do not get too brown, 
add boiling water to barely cover, cook 
till squash is tender, then sprinkle 
over it a little lemon juice or vinegar 
and a little powdered sugar, and cook 
a few minutes, longer.
